RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Trading  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at 
most  Corn  Belt  terminals  was  rather  slow.     The 
third  straight  week  of  lower  prices  in  the  car- 
lot  dressed  beef  trade  had  a  bearish  effect  on 
the  live  trade.     Receipts  of  cattle  at  the  12 
markets  totaled  268,000     head,   little  changed 
from  the  previous  week,  but  13     percent  more 
than  the   corresponding  week  last  year.   Slaughter 
steers  closed  generally  steady  to  500  lower; 
heifers  25-750  off.     However,  at  Kansas  City  and 
St.  Louis  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  closed 
steady  to  500  higher.       Cows     declined  5O0-$1.OO. 
At  most  midwest  terminals  stockers  and  feeders 
were  steady  to  $1.00  lower.     Barrows  and  gilts 
closed   steady  to  250  lower  at  most  Corn  Belt 
terminals.     However,  at  Omaha,  St.  Paul  and 
Kansas  City  as  well  as  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  and  Interior-Illinois   areas 
prices  were     steady  to  250  higher.     Price  trends 
on  spring  slaughter  lambs  were  very  uneven  with 
closing  sales  generally  strong  to  $1.00  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steer,  heifer  and  cow  prices  declined  under  the 
bearish  influence  of  continued  liberal  market- 
ings and  lower  trends  on  wholesale  dressed  beef. 
Slaughter  steers  were  generally  steady  to  500 
lower.     At  Omaha  sales  were  5O0-$1.OO  lower  on 
average-Good  to  Prime  steers,  but  in  Kansas  Qity 
and  at  St.  Louis  steers  and  heifers  were  steady 
to  500  higher.     Chicago  received  the  largest 
supply  of  slaughter  cattle  in  almost  four  years 
and  prices  on  average-Choice  to  Prime  steers 
over  1100#  were  5O0-$1.5O  lower.     At  most  points 
the  price  spread  between  the  various  grades  con- 
tinued to  narrow  with  weight  continuing  to  be  a 
very  important  price  determining  factor.  Slaugh- 
ter heifers  sold  25-750  lower  at  most  points 
aside  from  the  steady  to  500  higher  trends  at 
Kansas  City  and  St.   Louis.     Slaughter  cows 
closed  generally  5O0-$1.OO  lower.     Bulls  were 
steady  to  500  lower.     Vealers  were  $1.00-2.00 
higher  at  St.  Louis  and  St.  Paul. 

Several  loads  of  Prime  1200-1400#  slaughter 
steers  brought  $26.50-27.00  in  Chicago  where  the 
bulk  of  the  Choice  and  Prime  sold  at  $23.50-26.50 
with  many  loads  of  1300-1500//  weights  from  $23.50- 
24.50.     At  other  centers  a  few  high-Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  steers  moved  at  $24.00- 
25.60;     bulk  high-Good  and  Choice  sold  at  $22.75- 
24.75.     Most  Good  steers  sold  from  $21.00-23.00 
with  Standard  and  low-Good  $18.00-21.50.     Few 
loads  high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice  and  Prime 
heifers  brought  $23.75-24.75.     Choice  heifers 
cashed  at  $22.00-23.75   and  Good  $20.00-22.00. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  $13.00-15.50,  Canners 
and  Cutters  $10.50-13.75. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  steers  at  the  7 
markets  totaled  41,900  head,  compared  43,200  the 


previous  week,  but  little  changed  from  corre- 
sponding week  last  year.     High-Good  and  Choice 
550-950#  yearling  and  two-year-old  steers  made 
up  a  relatively  large  percentage  of  the  supplies. 
Stock  calves  continued  in  very  moderate  numbers 
at  most  terminals.     Despite  good  late  seasonfgp^g 
pasture  conditions  and  abundant  supplies  of /a&st 
buyers  were  inclined  to  proceed  very  cautiously 
due  to  downturns  in  slaughter  cattle  prices.     As 
a  result,  trading  at  midwest  markets  generally 
was  slow  with  prices  unevenly  steady  to  $1.00 
lower.     High-Good  and  Choice  stock  steers  500- 
650#  usually  found  most  dependable  outlet  and 
showed  least  decline.     In  contrast  to  the  lower 
trend  in  the  midwest,  prices  at  Fort  Worth, 
Wichita  and  Oklahoma  City  were  strong  to  $1.00 
higher. 

A  few  loads  Choice  510-65O#   stock  steers 
brought  $25.75-26.00,  bulk  Good  and  Choice  525- 
700#  $21.50-25.50,     few  Good  down  to  $21.00. 
Choice  710#  yearlings  reached  $25.75  and  one 
shipment  Choice  750#  $25.50.     However,   a  very 
few  steers  70C#  or  heavier  exceeded  $25.00. 
Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  sold  from  $18.00- 
22.00.     Choice  795#  feeders  brought  $23.75,  ma- 
jority Good  and  Choice  800-1000#  steers  $20.00- 
23.50.     Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  brought 
$18.00-20.50,  few  loads  mixed  Common  and  Medium 
$16.50-17.50.     Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers 
sold  from  $19.00-23,50.     Not  many  exceeded 
$23.00,  but  at  Sioux  City  five  loads  511-550# 
heifers  reached  $24,00.     Good  and  Choice  stock 
steer  calves  sold  from  $22.00-28.00,     same 
grades  heifer  calves  $20.00-25.50. 


HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -    Salable  receipts 
of  hogs  at  the  12  markets  totaled  about  the  same 
as  the  previous  week,  but  was  20  percent  below 
the  corresponding  week  a  year  ago.     Composition 
of  the  receipts  was  not  much  changed  from  recent 
weeks  in  that  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  and  lots  2-3 
190-250#  barrows  and  gilts  again  predominated. 
There  was,  however,  a  normal  seasonal  increase 
in  the  percentage  of  barrows  and  gilts  weighing 
over  230#i     Sows  made  up  7  -  15  percent  at  the 
various  centers.     Although  over-all  outlets  to 
order  buyers  were  not  as  broad  as  the  previous 
week, demand  from  these  interests  continued 
fairly  broad.     Around  65  percent  of  the  supply  at 
Indianapolis  went  on  order  buyer  accounts. 
Throughout  the  area,  prices  on  barrows  and  gilts 
fluctuated  mildly  during  the  week,  but  closed 
generally  steady  to  250  lower  despite  price  ad- 
vances on  most  wholesale  pork  cuts.     However,   at 
St.  Paul  prices  finished  250  higher  and  steady 
to  250  higher  at  Omaha  and  Kansas  City.     Sow 
prices  were  uneven,  but  at  most  points  followed 
about  the  same  trend  as  barrows  and  gilts. 

On  Friday,  U,  S.  No.  1-2,  and  at  some  points 
uniform  in  weight  mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  190-250# 
barrows  and  gilts  brought  $17.25-18.00,  largely 
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$17.50-17.75.     Late  sales  of  mixed  U.  S.  1-3, and 
U.  S.  2-3,  180-270#  brought  $16.75-17.65,  mainly 
$17.00-17.50.     U.  S.   1-3,   270-600#   sows  bulked 
at  $13.50-15.75,     some  U.  S.   1-2,   250-330# 
$16.00  at  a  few  markets  and  up  to  $16.50  at 
Chicago. 

Feeder  pig  prices  were  strong  at  Sioux  City 
and  steady  at  St.  Paul.     Medium  and  Good  130-16C# 
sold  at  $15.00-15.50  at  Sioux  City,  Good  and 
Choice  $15.50-16.25,  with  Good  and  Choice  at  St. 
Paul  bringing  $15.50-16.00. 

Average  cut-out  value     advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  99tf  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale  carlot 
prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago  September 
22  to  September  28,   1960  inclusive. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  were  about  5  percent  less  than 
the  previous  week,  and  about  16  percent  less  than 
the  corresponding  week  last  year.     Bulk  of  the 
supply  consisted  of  U.  S.  No.  1-3  barrows  and 
gilts  weighing  200-240#.     Sows  made  up  10  percent 
of  the  receipts.     Trading  was  a  little  uneven  on 
most  days  with  demand  just  moderately  good  for 
the  most  part.     Prices  on  barrows  and  gilts  were 
strong  to  25£  higher;     sows  15-250  higher.  Mixed 
U.  S.  No.  1-3  200-240#  butchers  sold  on  Friday 
from  $16.25-16.85  with  a  limited  volume  of  No. 
1-2  $16.50-17.25.     No.   1-3  270-400#   sows  brought 
$14.00-15.90;     No.  2-3  400-55C#  $12.50-14.75. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  were  22  percent  larger 
than  the  previous  week  and  18  percent  above  the 
corresponding  period  last  year.     Price  trends  on 
spring  slaughter  lambs  at  various  markets  were 
extremely  uneven,  influenced  by  uneven  distri- 
bution of  receipts  and  an  uneven  dressed  lamb 
trade.     Closing  slaughter  lamb  prices  were  steady 
to  $1.50  higher,     instances  $2.00  up  at  Chicago. 
However,   sales  were  5O0-$1.OO  lower  at  St.  Paul 
and  Denver.     Slaughter  ewes  closed  mainly  steady 
and  feeder  lambs  uneven,  but  averaged  steady. 

Most  Choice  and  Prime  80-110#  spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  sold  at  $17.50-18.50  with  90-100# 
range  Colorado  lambs  $18.25-19.50  at  Denver.

head  and  Good  short-term  solid  mouth  ewes  went 
out  at  $6.50-10*00  per  head. 

Sheep  and  lamb  receipts  in  the  Interior 
Iowa -Southern  Minnesota  area  were  about  3  per- 
cent more  than  the  previous  week  and  about  the 
same  as  the  corresponding  week  last  year. 
Around  35  percent  of  the  run  came  from  outside 
the  area.     Closing  spring  slaughter  lamb  prices 
were  weak  to  500  lower  with  most  price  decline 
on  shorn  lambs.     Slaughter  ewes  sold  mostly 
steady.     Choice  and  Prime  80-105#  spring 
slaughter  lambs  closed  at  $17.50-18.00  with 
shorn  No.  1  and  2  pelt  lambs  mostly  $17.50. 
Good  and  Choice  lambs  went  at  $15.50-17.50. 
Cull  to  Choice  shorn  slaughter  ewes  $2.00-4.00.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Sales  of  greasy  domestic  combing  wools  at 
the  Boston  market  were  limited  and  demand  was 
poor.  Few  sales  trended  easier.  Trading  for 
woolen  wools  was  slow.  A  fair  volume  of  scoured 
pulled  wools  sold  at  unchanged  prices  while 
noils  were  slow,  but  about  steady.  Range  sales 
in  the  territory  States,  as  well  as  sales  in  the 
fleece  wool  States,  were  limited.  Occasional 
lots  of  mostly  12  months  wools  sold  In  Texas. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  showed  the 
Continent  and  Japan  active  with  the   United 
Kingdom  operating  sparingly.  Continental  buyers 
were  the  principal  operators  In  South  Africa 
with  some  participation  from  the  United  Kingdom 
and  America.  Offerings  from  New  Zealand  con- 
sisted primarily  of  carpet  crutchings.  Trading 
in  South  America  was  slow. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French  comb- 
ing and  staple  fleece  wool  sold  around  $1.08 
clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  Sales  were  too  limited 
to  test  prices. 

Texas  Wools  -  Trading  in  Texas  was  slow. 
Original  bag  12  months  good  French  combing  and 
staple  cost  around  $1.10-1.12  clean  basis  landed 
Boston  and  choice  delaine  type  wools  brought 
$1.15-1.18  delivered. 

Mohair  -  Original  bag  mohair  sold  in  Texas 
at  76f*"7or  adult  and  $1. 11^-1. 16|  for  kid  hair 
to  the  warehouse  while  straight  kid  mohair  alone 
was  moving  in  small  lots  from  $1.40-1.50  to  the 
warehouse.  Activity  in  the  Boston  market  was 
limited  with  few  sales  of  mostly  24s  tops  around 
$1.40.  Approximately  3,000,000#  of  fall  mohair 
has  been  sold  to  date  with  estimates  of  ap- 
proximately 8,00G,000#  remaining  unsold. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trade  in  spot  foreign  wools 
was  slow.  Cabled  quotations  at  week's  end  follow 
with  combing  wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil- 
combed  yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields, 
in  bond.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  was  fairly  ac- 
tive for  bulk  of  the  fresh  meats  at  most  eastern 
seaboard  markets.     Beef  hindquarters  were 
slowest  to  move  with  outlets  at  Washington  and 
Philadelphia  very  poor  and  some  carryover  at 
these  points.     Steer  hinds  and  ribs  along  with 
heavy  calf  carcasses  closed  slow  at  New  York 
with  a  rather  large  volume  carried  over.   Spring 
lamb  cleared  well  and  pork  met  wide  distribution 
with  clearance  quite  prompt.     Supply  of  pork  was 
moderate.     Volume  of  steer  beef  was  normal. 
Spring  lamb  was  slightly  below  normal  and  veal 
about  normal,  with  small  volume  Choice  and 
Prime  inadequate  in  instances.     Steer  beef 
closed  steady  to  $1.00  lower;  cow  beef  mostly 
steady,   except  $1.50  lower  at  Philadelphia. 
Veal  prices  were  steady  to  mostly  $1.00  lower; 
calf  uneven,  mostly  steady,   except  $1.00-2.00 
lower  at  New  Tork.     Spring  lamb  sold  steady  to 
$2.00  lower.     Pork  loins,  Boston  butts  and 
fresh  skinned  hams  sold  steady  to  $3.00  higher, 
spareribs  steady  to  $3.00  lower.     Outlet  was 
moderate  for  kosher  steer  beef  but  poor  for 
spring  lamb,  veal  and   calf  foresaddles.     Prices 
for  kosher  steer  forequarters  closed  steady  to 
501  lower;   spring  lamb  $1.00-3.00  off.     Small 
supplies  of  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  veal  fore- 
saddles  sold  $2.00  higher,   other  grades  of  veal 
and  bulk  calf  steady  to  weak. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  of  steer,  heifer  and 
cow  beef  as  well  as  spring  lamb  was  normal  and 
fully  adequate  for  demand.     Volume  of  fresh 
pork  and  veal  was  moderate  with  Choice  and  Prime 
veal  rather  scarce.     Bulk  of   the   steer  and 
heifer  carcasses  graded  Good  and  Choice.  Prices 
held  near  steady  the  forepart  of  the  week,  but 
declined  at  midweek  under  the  bearish  influence 
of  increased  marketings  of  live   steers  and 
heifers  locally.     Trading  on  beef  rounds  became 
progressively  more  active  during  the  week  and 
sold  $1.00-2.50  higher  while  chucks  turned  slow 
and  declined  $1.00.      Spring  lamb  trading  was 
fairly  active.     Good  to  Prime  veal  was  rather 
active,   other  grades  slow.     Fresh  pork  cuts 
moved  readily. 

Steer  and  heifer  beef  closed  mostly  50/ 
lower;    spring  lamb  steady  to  50/  higher;  veal 
steady;  pork  loins  $2.00-3.00  higher;  Boston 
butts  4-8*  $1.00-1.50  higher;   spareribs  steady 
to  50/  higher. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -     Trading  was  rather  slow 
on  an  abundant  supply  of  carcass  beef.     Calf 
and  veal   supplies  were  adequate  for  a  fair  de- 
mand.    Demand  was  moderate  on  a  slightly  re- 
duced supply  of  spring  lamb.     Fairly  active 
trading  prevailed  at  most  points  on  a  moderate 


supply  of  fresh  pork  cuts,  but  some  accumu- 
lations were  noted  at  Los  Angeles  where  trading 
was  slow.     Smoked  meat   supplies  were  burden- 
some at  Los  Angeles  but  about  in  balance  with 
demand  at  other  Pacific  Coast  centers.     Steer 
beef  sold  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  while  cow 
held  steady  except  for  a  $1.00  decline  at  Los 
Angeles.     Calf  and  veal  were  steady  to  $2.00 
lower,   the  decline  at  San  Francisco.     Spring 
lamb  was  steady  in  California  but  weak  to  $1.00 
lower  in  the  Northwest.     Fresh  and  cured  pork 
prices  were  uneven,  but  mainly  steady.

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THE     LIVESTOCK     AND     MEAT     SITUATION 

Approved  by  the  Outlook  and  Situation  Board,   September  28,  i960 

SUMMARY 

Increases  in  cattle  and  sheep  production  during  i960  will  result  in 
larger  marketings  and  lover  prices  this  fall  than  last.  Hog  slaughter  is  in- 
creasing seasonally  but  will  continue  below  a  year  earlier  this  fall  and  winter 
and  prices  will  be  higher.  Total  red  meat  supplies  per  person  in  i960  probably 
will  be  down  about  a  pound  from  1959  with  a  reduction  in  pork  more  than 
offsetting  a  gain  in  beef. 

The  decline  in  hog  production  which  began  late  last  fall  is  slowing 
down  and  will  probably  end  by  mid-1961.  This  year's  spring  pig  crop  was  16  per- 
cent smaller  than  in  1959.   Producers  in  10  Corn  Belt  States  reported  in 
September  that  they  had  reduced  early  fall  farrowings  by  7  percent  but  planned 
to  increase  late  fall  litters  3  percent.  They  also  reported  intentions  to 
farrow  h   percent  more  sows  in  December-February  than  last  winter.   If  the  en- 
tire 1961  spring  crop  should  show  an  increase,  as  now  seems  likely,  the  down- 
swing in  production  would  be  the  shortest  on  record. 

Hog  slaughter  rates  picked  up  in  August  and  prices  declined  contra- 
seasonally.  Part  of  this  price  decline  was  regained  early  in  September.   Hog 
prices  are  expected  to  decline  seasonally  this  fall  but  will  continue  well 
above  prices  last  fall.   The  trend  toward  earlier  farrowing  was  interrupted 
this  year  and  market  supplies  of  i960  spring  pigs  will  likely  reach  a  peak 
late  in  the  year. 

Prices  of  hogs  will  probably  continue  above  a  year  before  through  the 
first  half  of  1961.  Prices  in  the  fall  of  1961  will  probably  be  below  this 
fall  if  the  total  spring  pig  crop  is  up  from  this  year. 

On  July  1,  the  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  21  States  was  k 
percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier.  Fed  cattle  marketings  for  July-August 
were  a  little  larger  than  a  year  before.  The  number  of  well-finished  cattle 
for  marketing  this  fall  may  be  a  little  larger  than  last  fall.  Prices  this  fall 
are  expected  to  continue  close  to  current  levels  but  could  advance  moderately 
late  this  year  unless  grass  cattle  marketings  are  unusually  large. 

Prices  of  feeder  cattle  recently  have  been  below  year-earlier  levels  by 
a  greater  margin  than  prices  of  fed  cattle.  The  supply  of  young  oattle  is 
greater  than  last  year  and  increasing  marketings  will  probably  cause  prices  of 
feeders  to  decline.  But  the  decline  is  likely  to  bp  moderated  by  fairly  good 
prospects  for  average  feeding  returns. 

The  average  price  to  farmers  for  lambs  in  August  was  $17.^+0  per  100 
pounds,  $2.00  below  a  year  earlier.  Lambs  are  coming  off  Western  ranges  at 
lighter  weights  this  fall,  providing  for  considerable  flexibility  in  feeding 
operations.  Moreover,  generally  favorable  returns  to  lamb  feeding  last  year 
may  encourage  feeders  to  place  more  lambs  on  feed  this  fall  than  last.  Hence, 
sheep  and  lamb  prices  will  probably  hold  up  better  this  fall  than  in  late  1959* 

Meat  production  this  year  is  expected  to  total  about  27. 9  billion  pounds, 
2  percent  above  last  year  and  second  only  to  the  28.1  billion  pounds  produced 
in  1956.  Supplies  per  person  will  be  down  a  pound  or  so  from  last  year  as  im- 
ports are  smaller  and  our  population  is  increasing.  Consumers  will  have  ap- 
proximately 5  pounds  less  pork  but  3  pounds  more  beef  in  i960  than  in  1959*
